The mayor presented him with a 
city medal of honor and a scroll of 
‘welcome. The gift of the metropolis. 

The youthful colonel was plainly 
dazed by the welcome. But when he 
stepped to the microphone at the 
close of the greeting after Mayor 
Walker had told him that “six mil- 
lion heartbeats here were thrilling to 
the story of your courage,” the slim 
youth showed calm. 

_Had Won the City. 
Mayor Walker welcomed Col. Lind- 
Bergh as the aon of one immigrant 
He explained 
to the returning hero that he was not 
giving the city of New York to him, 
but that he had won it by his flight 
across the Atlantic. 

“ Everybody all over:the world, in 
every language, has been telling you 
about yourself,” the mayor said. 
“You have been told time after time 
that you have done the supernatural 
thing of an air flight from New York 
to Paris. I am satisfied that you have 
become convinced of it by this time, 
And it is not my purpose to reiterate 


any of the wonderful things that have 


been said and written about you, But 
the one thing that occurs to me that 
has been overlooked is that you: are 
@& great grammarian and that you 
havé added significance and a deeper 
meaning to the word ‘ we.’ 

_ “Not until you landed in Paris did 
we learn of the aeronautical ‘we.’ 
Now you have given to the world a 
flying pronoun.” 

Mayor Walker asserted the “we” 
was a “ vindication of the courage, of 
the intelligence, of the confidence and 
the hopes of other fiyers, including 
Nungesser and Coll, who now only 
live in the prayer and the hearts of 
the people of the entire world.” 

After telling Col. Lindbergh of the 
pride and love in which the city held 
him, Mayor Walker concluded with 
the presentation of the medal and 
scroll. 
Fiyer Faces 
Col. Lindbergh then faced the micro- 
phone. But first he almost pushed it 


off the platform. Some one standing 


behind reached out and rescued it, and 
ir clutching at it the young flyer gave 
it another shove. 

High up in a nearby building some 
one s! outed “O, you Lindy!” and the 
crowd ~oared. Then Lin«Ibergh flashed 
his fantous smile and began his brief 
address. 

Without a tremor in his voice he 
expressed his pleasure. He told of 
the host that swept the field at Le 
Bourget when he slipped down out of 
the night sky. He recalled the rush 
of the Belgian populace and the 


throng that hemmed him in at Cro 


don, near London. 

“At Croydon,” he said, “1,500 of 
the pride of Scotland Yard were lost 
in the crowd and I.never saw more 
than two of them at any one time. 

“At Washington I received a mar- 
velous reception, but at New York I

One reporter had to walk four 
blocks from Madison square before he 
found an unoccupied phone booth. 
Queues of women and giris stood out- 
side each one, clamoring to call their 
friends and make dates.

On the balcony of the Union club 
swayed a six foot model of “ The Spirit 
of St. Louis.” In the grand stand in 
front of the Union League club Jules 


parasols, food, drinks, ice cream, and 
an amazing assortment of souvenirs 
mysteriously designed to commemorate 
the arrival of the world's 
naut. An old man flat footed it 
through the city hall park, shouting 
hoarsely, “ Lindaboig’s airplane, ten 
cents—the Spirit o’ St. Looie, a dime! ” 


The showers of ticker tape and torn 
paper began to give way to firecrack- 
ers as the crowd in the windows along 
lower Broadway grew tired of wait- 
ing. As the crackers popped roars of 
laughter arose from those who were 
far enough away to see the point of 
the joke. 


“Welcome home, Lindy. We agree, 
Lindy—Ireland looks good to every 
one!” said a sign high in the air 
on a building at 58th street and 5th 
avenue. It had evidently been placed 


there by some Lithuanians. 


Henry, first secretary of the French 


subway trains and again stood with | 
linked arms all along the line of march 
to hold back the crowd which had 
grown even more tremendous than 
that which lined lower Broadway. : 

Augmented by thousands of soldiers 
the street crowd was kept in order and 
only occasionally was the sound of tin- 
kling glass heard as some huge show 
window caved under the pressure 
of the multitude. From time to time 
the ambulances stationed every tew 
blocks, and in the parade, stopped to 
pick up some injured person or woman 
who had fainted. 

New York was dressed up with un- 
precedented gayety and brilliance to 
greet the youth who had brought back 
the age of romance. The line of march, 
Fifth avenue and every side street, 
was one vast gallery of Lindbergh pic- 
tures from half inch buttons to half 
acre po its on the walls of the sky- 
scrapers. avenue was one great 
hangar for the “Spirit of St. Louis,” 
which appeared in a thousand different 
sizes and materials. The flyer and his 
plane were woven into neckties, cast 
in boiling leed while you wait, cro- 
cheted in yarn, and interpreted 
French pastry. ; 

Lindy Gets a Laugh. 

As Lindbergh passed along, he 
tu to smile at a placard on a build- 
ing, which read: . 

“And Babe Ruth thinks he’s a 
hero!” 

The sky became the mounting for 
the name of the national hero as sky- 
writers far above the avenue rewrote 
it in lettefs more than a mile long. 
Meanwhile, lower down, the air was 
alive with color. It was filled with 
billions of lines and dots of colors as 
the big buildings exploded puffballs 
from the windows turning into paper 
bits and making the atmosphere semi- 
solid. 

At Madison Square, where thou- 
sands of persons had waited hours to 
see the flying colonel, the cavalcade 
halted seven minutes. Just then, for 
the first time, the orderly crowd 
seemed to be changing into an uncon- 
trollable mob. It rolled out into the 
avenue, with mounted police and pa- 
trolmen fighting a rear guard action 
to keep the thousands from closing in 
from behind. They barely succeeded. 

3 Women, Boy Hurt. 

Heres a large plate glass window 
crashed in as the bluecoats shoved the 
crowd back to the sidewalk. An ambu- 
lance stood directly in front of the! 
window and another in the mouth of 
the side street facing it. Part of the 
crowd attempted to flee and a fresh 
wave swept forward to see what had 
happened. Finally, out of-the scram- 
ble, police bore three women and a 
boy while movie cameras ground away.

Shoots Plane Upward. 

Scarcely had the wheels left the 
ground when he pulled the yellow and 
black machine almost straight up into 
the air and sent it waving upward, 
the powerful motor working at full 
speed. Experienced air men, recalling 
the tragic deaths of other famous 
pilots, held their breath as the ma- 
chine climbed at an angle that ap- 


peared aimost vertital to the watchers 


below. 

Four hundred feet up, the young 
flyer straightened the plane to an even 
keel and a sight of relief went. up 
from the crowd. Up into the air to 
about 1,000 feet the pilot cruised, then 
he suddénly flopped the plane over 
in what air men term a, right hand 
barrel roll. | 

For a few moments the air man did 
stunts in the air as a farewell to the

Resolutions were passed by various 
organizations yesterday, some con- 
demining and others urging the pas- 
sage of the five transit bills by the 
house at Springfield. The City club of 
Chicago adopted two resolutions, the 
first condemning state senators for 
passing the car bills and the second 
warning transit officials against usu 
ing Chicago’s rights. 

“We denounce the betrayal of Chi- 
cago by a majority of the senators 
from Cook county in the city’s right- 
ful demand for home rule and contro! 
of local transportation,” reads the first 
resolution. 

“We protest against delivering the 
streets of Chicago for all time to any 
private interest as an act of treach- 
ery to future generations whose inter- 
ests it is our present duty to conserve. 

“We urge each Cook county repre- 
sentative to have the courage and loy- 
alty to Chicago to demand and secure 
amendments to the traction bills that 
will permit genuine terminable fran- 
chises, giving the city financial power 
to purchase, and an effective regulat- 
ing control,” 


Warns Transit Officials. 


The second resolution called on tran- 
sit directors and officers “to see to it 
that the interests of our city be not 
betrayed by the passage by the legis- 
lature of the traction bills in their 
present form, that they see to it that 
the bills be so amended that the rights 
of the citizens be properly safe- 
guarded.” 

The directors and officials are warned 
that “it cannot be to the ultimate in- 


terest of the companies that bills of 
this character be jammed through our 
legislature without the opportunity 
being given to have them in such form 
as to be alike fair to the municipality 
and to the companies.” , 

The Woman's City club in its reso- 
lution protested “against the passage 
of the proposed legislation without full 
and careful consideration by the mem- 
bers of the general assembly,” stating 
that it is impossible to give, within the 
few remaining days of the present 
session the proper consideration re- 
quired for “ legislation which proposes 
to take from future generations of 
citizens the right to determine their

ONEY (Appeals Sent to Springfield in Battle

Outlined Plan Three Years Ago. 


“Three years ago—in October, 1924 
—the outline of a plan to accomplish 
this was sent by me to the city coun- 
cil, Afterwards it was worked out in 
detail by competent engineers and ac- 
countants and presented to the city 
council last January. It was stated 
then, and has been stated repeatedly 
since, that enabling legislation is neces- 
sary to the realization of this or any 
other unification plan. Until the legis- 
lation is obtained the hands of the 
city council are tied and the transgpor- 
tation companies cannot find the 
money to proceed in the building up of 
a system which by 1950, should have a 
total capital investment of a billion 
dollars. 

“ The pending bills were presented in 
a fair and honest manner. When they 
were introduced in the genera] assem- 
bly on May 17, a statement signed by 
the presidents of the three principal 
local transportation agencies was 
given to the press, explaining the nat- 
ure of the measures and their pur- 
pose. There was no subterfuge and 
no effort to mislead. 

“Never before have bills gone to 
e legislature in a more open an 
frank manner. 


Attacked as Corrupt. 

“Yet they have been attacked as 
corrupt. An effort has been made to 
| mislead the people into believing that, 
by some chicanery the city of Chi- 
cago was going to be defranded. 

“ The attitude of the mayor and the 
majority of the city council has been 
most fair. They have endorsed the 
legislation emphatically and have told 
the legislature go. The mayor stated 
that he saw no danger in the measures 
and believed if they re passed Chi- 
cago could solve its transportation 
muddle. 

“Naturally there is opposition in 
some quarters to some of the features 
in these bills, as there would be to any 
bills, but they amply protect the in- 
terests of Chicago by giving the city 
council authority to negotiate the 


terms of the franchises and the people 
the right to vote on them. They pro- 
pose as good a system of local control 


it must. 
Adopted in Many States. 

“The terminable permit is recog- 
nized as the best modern form of 
franchise. It has been adopted in 
many states, has been approved by 
the uniform laws committee of the 
American Bar association and other 
well known organizations and has been 
accepted in principle by the city coun- 
ci] of Chicago. The only question here 


has been as to the agency to grant the : 


permit. Under the pending bill the 
city council would issue the franchise 
and dictate the terms. 

“The effort to prevent the passage 
of the bills in an effort at nullification. 
It gets nowhere and would leave the 
traction problem as befogged in the 
future as it has been in the past. 

“The men in charged of the local 
transportation companies have fre- 
quently been blamed because they did 
not agree on a program. They are 
now in agreement and the city ad- 
ministration is in agreement with 
them. If the bills fail of passage, 
those responsible must bear the blame 
for the failure to.give Chicago the 
transportation it must have if it is to 
continue to grow. 

“Without enabling legislation there 
can be no unification, no subways and 
no extensions, and there will be no 
opportunity to secure legislation for 
two years more.”

Springfield, Ill., June 13.—[Special.] 
—The house of representatives to- 
night passed appropriation bills total-f 
ing $136,010,054. Chief among these 
was the Omnibus bill providing for 
the expenses of the executive depart- 
ments for the next two years with 
a sum total of $83,485,322. 

The general tax revenue bill carried 
an $18,000,000 annual levy for gen- 
eral state purposes, or $36,000,000, and’ 
an annual $8,000,000 for state school 
purposes, or $16,000;000. The court 
of claims ‘ill carried $524,723. 


Turn to Other Measures: 

With .these three bills safely out of 
its hands, the house has disposed of 
all appropriation questions but a minor 
few. The legislators turned next to 
clear its calendar of measures held to 
be the most pressing, and placed 
a preferred list. . 

Of chief importance to Cook county 
was the passage of the judiciary com- 
mittee bill enabling the $15,000,000 
road bonds -voted last November to be 
used for the widening, as well as the 
building, of roads and bridges. 

In the Kersey bill, licensed embalm-* 
ers are required to have a four year 
high school course or its equivalent.

gath and Brown upset the entire Hirsch 
teaching. Experience has taught them 
that there is but one sign of tapeworm 
and that is—finding the worm. 

They found it an easy matter to get 
rid of the worm, head and all, if it was 
gone at in the right way: Gone at in 
the wrong way, failure was the rule, 
or almost so. I presume the easy cases 
never got to this pair of higherups. In 
their experience nearly every person who 
had a tapeworm knew he had it, and had 
taken a few shots at it. Some these 
attempts had been made by the patients 
themselves, forgetting a tapeworm is 
generally a counter-prescribing proposi- 
tion. However, a respectable proportion 
of the failures were chargeable to phy- 
sicians 


The method consists in starving for at 
least half a day before giving the medi- 
cine.

_ THE FUTURE OF THE CALUMET 
REGION, 


Whiting, Ind., June 10.—Some time ago 
there appeared in THE TRIBUNE an es- 
timate of the trend of population in- 
creases in the Chicago region for the 
next two decades. Although I have only 
the highest regard for the scholarship 
and statistical ability of Miss Helen Ran- 
kin Jeter, who prepared the estimate, yet 
I must take exception to her predictions 
congerning the Calumet region of north- 
western Indiana. Pressing duties have 
kept me silent, but now that President 
Coolidge’s visit is putting the umet 
region in the limelight, I beg leave to 
present some estimates_of my own for 
this great region which, I believe, is to 
become eventually the great workshop 
of America. 

Miss Jeter’s estimates were evidently 
worked out by plotting a continuous 


works out fairly satisfactorily for an old 
region of large population with no radical 
changes in industrial conditions. But 
the Calumet is’a virile, young industrial 
region just beginning to realize its pos- 
sibilities. Right now certain factors are 
greatly accelerating the growth in pop- 
ulation along the southern shore of ‘Lake 
Michigan. For instance, the abolishment 
of “ Pittsburgh plus” is bringing in new 
steel mills; one under construction in 
Hammond will employ 12,000 men and 
this means, with their families, a pop- 
ulation of 50,000. Additions to present 
plants and the building of two new re- 
fineries will mean a like increase in the 
number of men employed in the oil indus- 


eral manufacturing area; but, of course, 
much of this is of iron and ‘steel products. 
There are just a few samples of present 
possibilities. The ultimate completion 
of the Illiana harbor project along the 
state life will méan another wave of 
acceleration. 

Now for my estimates—I’ll make them 
short and snappy! For 1940: The Whit- 
ing-Hammond-East Chicago-Indiana 
Harbor region will all be grown together 
into one city of 225,000 population, while 
Gary will have a population of 190,000. 
By 1950, all these cities will have grown 
together into a great city of 600,000. 
Any ‘One feeling inclined to laugh at these 
predictions should visit Newark and 
other New Jersey cities opposite New 
York. We are in the same relative posi- 
tion to Chicago as these cities are to 
New York. And then, again, the bulk 
of the population of the Chicago area 
tends to keep in touch with the lake— 
just note the shape of Chicago for this. 
This means that there will be a sweep- 
ing movement of population around thé 
southern end of the lake in the near 
future. I shall even extend some hope 
for poor old Crown Point to which Miss 
Jeter ascribes a lingering illness. It will 
become a fine suburban residential town 
and in 1940 will have a population of 
8,000, with 20,000 in 1950.
